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The Abyssinian Cat 


By Judy Smith 


Perhaps the oldest cat in respect to its 
ancestry, but one of the newest in so far 
as popularity is concerned, is the Abys- 
sinian. Small, gentle, quiet, and having 
a distinctive beauty of coat it well merits 
the special attention it is beginning to 
receive from breeders, exhibitors, and 
private owners. 

The name Abyssinian is used, because 
the first specimen exhibited in England 
was imported from Abyssinia and not 
necessarily because that country was its 
original home. It is generally agreed 
after studying historical descriptions, pic- 
tures and mummys of the sacred cats of 
ancient Egypt, that the Abyssinian is the 
nearest in appearance and characteristics 
of any breed today to those first cats to 
appear on the scene of history. 

Since sometime in the 1870’s the breed 
has been fostered by a small group of 
enthusiasts in England, ‘and as early as 
1900 cleven Abyssinians were 
in the Crystal Palace Show. 

I have not been able to find out ex- 
actly when the first Abyssinian was 
brought to America, but Mrs. Virginia 
Cobb, (that well known breeder of Sia- 
mese Champions) tells me of an Abys- 
sinian named Ch. Aluminum which was 
exhibited in Boston as early as 1910, by 
Miss Jane Cathcart of New Jersey. If 
his name is descriptive, he must have 
been one of the silver Abyssinians popu- 
lar in England about that time. During 
1909 in England the silver Abyssinian 
“Fancy Free”, was awarded the Abys- 
sinian champion cup at the Westminster 
show. Mrs. Cobb says she heard of one 
other Abyssinian being exhibited in Bos- 
ton sometime after 1910. 

During the 1930’s there were several 
Abyssinians imported from England

At cat shows, the Abyssinians are 
very popular with visitors, always draw- 
ing a crowd around their cages. 

Miss Hettie Gray Baker, that staunch 
supporter and lover of all cats, is one 
of the many who may usually be found 
mooning over the Abyssinians at shows 
in and around New York. It also has 
been observed, that the Abyssinian seem 
to have a special appeal to the masculine 
visitors at shows. 

Now, what are the distinguishing fea- 


tures of this most fascinating feline? 
First, the coat is described as ticked, 
meaning that there are two or more 


bands of color on each hair. As the cet 
moves, the warm golden color glows 
through the coat from underneath. Abys- 
sinians are seen to best advantage in 
clear daylight. Artificial light seems to 
absorb the rich color tones. The ‘Wild’ 
overall color is extremely hard to des- 
cribe. We usually compare it to the 
wild rabbit, but the most beautiful Abys- 
sinians are much richer in color. 

There are many shades of color rang- 
ing from silver or grey to ruddy brown. 
But at shows today, the greyish or cold 
shades are considered a fault, the ideal 
being a warm, tawny brown. 

The head is pointed but less extreme 
than the long, narrow wedge head of the 
Siamese. The eyes are almond shaped, 
not round and not oriental. gold, 
green or hazel in color. Ears are com- 
paratively large. The nose is tile red 
and the pawpads black, which also ex- 
tends up the back legs. The ears and tail 
are tipped with black. Color along the 
spine is darker than the rest of the body. 
Pictures of the ancient Egyptian cats 
show barring on legs and rings on tail.

Breeders have tried to breed these mark- 
ings out, but there are still faint bars 
on the inside of forelegs in the finest 
specimens of the breed. The fur is dense 
and fine in texture. Abyssinians are 
talkative but their voices are small and 
sweet and are never considered noisy. 
Most breeders feel that the present Abys- 
sinian standard should be improved and 
a point system of judging used as is the 
rule with all other breeds. 

It is extremely difficult to breed a 
specimen true to standard, certain faults 
such as bars and white markings having 
a habit of persisting and those with 
good color very often fail in type. (Head, 
ears, body, and tail). A group of sincere 
and enthusiastic breeders from all over 
the United States have formed the Abys- 
sinian Cat Club of America, with the 
object of improving the breed by patient 
selective breeding and keeping bloodlines 
pure. By the looks of some of the beauti- 
ful Abyssinians at shows this past sea- 
son, great strides have already been 
made. The A.C.C.A. is in constant com- 
munication with the Abyssinian Cat Club 
in England for worldwide friendly co- 
operation among breeders. Officers of the 


Abyssinian Cat Club of America are 
Mrs. Blanche Warren, President, Mrs. 
Leonard Schuler, Vice President, and 


Mrs. Judy Smith, 573 Wainwright Ave., 
Stanten Island 12, N. Y., Secretary- 
Treasurer.

ii The Bacterial Sensitivity Test 


An Important New Step in Treating Cats 
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By L. H. Fairchild, M. D 


One of the most interesting new de- 
velopments in the care and treatment of 
the sick cat is the ‘Bacterial Sensitivity 


Test’. 


There have been many new drugs and 
medications discovered in recent years 
for the treatment of sickness and among 
these we have several varieties of “Sulfa” 
drugs and such things as Penicillin, Baci- 
tracin, Neomycin, Streptomycin, Aureo- 
mycin, Terramycin and Chloromycetin. 
Penicillin has become so familiar to 
everyone that it is the drug we first think 
of in treatment. It is a powerful germ 
killer when it meets the kind of organism 
it can kill. On the other hand we find 
some germs that are only partially acted 
upon by Penicillin or that are completely 
resistant to its effects. The same thing 
can be said to a greater or lesser extent 
of all the other drugs mentioned above. 


One often wonders why when treating 
a sick cat day after day with Penicillin 
and apparently obtaining no_ beneficial 
results the infection goes merrily on its 
way and in some cases resistance of the 
germ to this medication may be the rea- 
son. Perhaps a change to Aureomycin, 
Streptomycin, Terramycin or even one 
of the Sulpha drugs might clear up the 
condition. But—which one to use? We 
have found the Laboratory of much help 
in such cases and in nearly all large 
cities the Clinical Laboratory is avail- 
able. Laboratories have a test which is 
called a ‘Bacterial Sensitivity Test’. It is 
made by taking a culture from pus or 
infected fluid from throat, eyes, wound 
or other parts of the body and this 
material is collected in a tube of beef 
broth. After a few hours incubation in 
the laboratory and the appearance of - 
large number of the organisms in the 
broth, the fluid from the tube is poured 
onto a special culture plate. This plate is 
again incubated for a number of hours 
and small bits of labeled substances are 
placed over the growing colonies of 
germs which represent about 10 different 
germ killers, namely, Penicillin, Strepto- 
mycin, Sulfamerazine, Aureomycin, etc. 
In a very short time the Lab Techni- 
cian can see the area of germ killing 
showing upon the culture plates, and can 
thus tell which medication will be the 
most effective to use on any particular 
case. 


After I had learned of, and had been 
using these tests for some months in my 
own Practice, the Laboratory Technician 


called me on the ’phone. He knew of my 


interest in cats and their care and told 
me that his cat at home had sore, in- 
fected eyes and asked what he should do 
for it. He said that he had been washing 
the eyes for days with boric acid and 
they kept getting worse. I said, “Why 
don’t you do a Bacterial Sensitivity Test 
on the pus from the eyes?” He replied 
“That’s a good idea, I hadn’t thought 
of it!” A few days later he telephoned 
me and I could tell from the tone of his 
voice that he was very pleeased. He 
said, “Do you remember that sick cat I 
told you about—the one with the sore 
eyes? Well, I did a test on the pus and 
found that Bacitracin was the medica- 
tion most effective. I put some Bacitracin 
Eye Ointment in the eyes and it cured 
the infection overnight!” 

Another interesting case involved a cat 
that had had a long standing case of in- 


flammation of the ears (probably due, 
at first, to ear mites). A desperate woman 
‘phoned me to ask if I could suggest 


anything for her beloved pet. I suggested 
the Sensitivity Test and it was found that 
the organism would respond to Aureo- 


mycin. The Veterinarian gave the indi- 
cated medication, the cat got well and 
everyone was very happy. 


There is one note of caution in making 
these tests that I must call to your at- 
tention. In taking the material for the 
tests only STERILE cotton applicators 
can be used and care must be used not to 
contaminate the culture such as getting 
the applicator in some other spot besides 
the infected site. 

The local price for this test is $10.00 
and the price may vary in other parts of 
the Country. This amount may sound 
like a lot, but often one will spend much 
more than this on medicines and ineffec- 
tive ‘shots’ which could be saved by test- 
ing first and treating later. In human 
beings I find it most helpful on long- 
standing urinary infections and infections 
of the bowel which have not responded 
to ordinary drugs. 

Of course, after you have found which 
drug is going to be the most effective 
you should consult your Veterinarian for 
the proper dosage for your cat.

Lead by Mrs. Frances Kosierowski’s Gr. Ch. Great Lakes 
Timothy of Rosemont, Blue Long Hair Male who was Best 
Cat in five of the six shows in which he competed, and Best 
Opposite Sex Cat in the other, thirty-nine Midwest cats have 
gained All-Sectional honors for their geographical area. 

Every All-Midwestern winner is now eligible to compete 
for All-American honors to be announced in September, and 
Mrs. Kosierowski’s great cat becomes the Midwest’s candidate 
for Cat of the Year, while the second highest scorer, Mrs. 
Lester O’Neill’s Ch. West Allis Annette—Blue L.H. Female— 
will compete for the O.S. Cat of the Year award. 

Gr. Ch. Great Lakes Timothy is repeating his 1951 win 
when he was also the highest scoring Midwest cat, and Mrs. 
Helen Kay Mackiewicz’s Ch. Pets Beautiful Precious Brownie, 
Brown Tabby Female, is likewise a second time winner. The 
top awards for continuous wins, however, go to Mrs. R. H. 
Hecht’s Dbl. Ch. Vee Roi’s Blue Knight, Blue Point Male, who 
has been All-Midwestern for six consecutive years and who 
was All-American in 1948 and 1949, and to Mrs. R. W. Boeh- 
low’s Smoke Male Ch. Ba-Lo’s Jamsey Bear who has the same 
Midwest record and who was All-American in ’47 ’48, and ’49. 
Returning to the Midwestern scoring sheet after a year’s ab- 
sence is Mrs. Hecht’s historic Blue Point Female Gr. Dbl. 
Ch. Lantara Gene who was A-M 1947 through 1950, A-A in 
1947, 1949, and 1950, and O.S. Cat of the Year in 1947 and 1950. 

Geographically, the winners were more evenly divided this 
year than ever before. Michigan and Wisconsin lead with 
seven each, followed by Missouri and Indiana, each with six, 
and Ohio and Minnesota, five each. Illinois with two and 
Kansas with one complete the roll. This compares with 1951's 
thirty-one winners divided between Ohio, nine; Missouri, eight : 
Michigan, six; Minnesota, three; lowa, two; and Colorado, 
Illinois, and Wisconsin, one each. (Colorado is no longer 
Midwest, having been transferred to the Western section be- 
ginning this year.)

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CAT-SITTERS RUSH FOR TEXAS 


S. T. Armstrong of 1701 West Avenue, Waco, Texas, is a 
cat-lover of long-standing as is evident from his photo with 
Fefer Armstrong. He also happens to be a traveling sales- 
man. Frequently, he and his wife are gone for a week or 
two wecks at a time. At such periods, cat-sitters are called in 
for Fefer, one of the luckiest animals we’re read about for a 
long time. 

Fefer must have been born lucky, too, for he found his 
way into the home of two cat-lovers from an animal shelter 
when he was a wee, homeless kitten. He couldn’t have picked 
a better establishment if he’d been furnished with a directory 
of potential superior homes for cats and then picked out one 
with A Plus rating. 

For when the Armstrongs are forced to leave their house 
for a time, be it a night or a week, their thorough care in 
hiring sitters surpasses that many parents employ hiring sitters 
for two-legged mischief-makers.

Cats Question Box 


Can you give me some treatment for ringworm. I don't 
know where my cats could have gotten it, but am making no 
he-dway in curing it. 

—Mrs. R.G.H., Ames, Iowa 

Ringworm is usually contracted from other animals, or 
even from humans. As for a cure, we suggest you try the 
following, translated from the Danish magazine “Racekatten”, 
published in Copenhagen: 

“Find the spots on the cat, and cut off the fur as close to 
the skin as possible. Then paint the spot with regular iodine. 
Let it dry for about fifteen minutes—then paint with regular 
nail polish, the clear kind is best. One application of this 
will do the trick. After a few days, pick off the nail polish and 
the spot is gone. Keep a watch for new spots and treat them 
immediately. (Be very careful not to get any of the iodine 
into the cat’s eyes.)

About regrowth of hair following operations. 

Several readers have written regarding our May answer 
to Mrs. J. P. H. about a dark patch which had grown in 
on her Siamese’s side following a spaying operation. It ap- 
pears that this dark regrowth is a rather frequent occurence, 
and that in almost every case it will clear up in time. We are 
sorry if we unnecessarily alarmed any of our readers. 

One explanation of why the hair grows in dark may be 
developed from the theory of acromelanism in relation to the 
Siamese coloring—that is, that the pigmentation of the fur is 
dependent upon the temperature of the skin—the points are 
dark because the temperature there is lower than on the body 
where the fur is light. Removing the hair for an operation 
may lower the temperature of the site of the incision sufficiently 
to cause the hair to grow in dark. But once the site is covered, 
it again becomes warm, and the hair resumes its natural color. 

I can not stop my cat from eating cotton and wool. She 
is in the process of consuming every blanket and covering in 
the house. What can I do? 

—A. W., Chicago 

This fibre-eating is probably not hurting the cat, but may 
represent a frustration of the cat’s natural desire for grass or 
some other roughage. If the cat can not be allowed out of 
doors, we would suggest planting a small box with oats er 
other grass seed and seeing if this will not prove more attrac- 
tive. It might also be well to apply some deterent such as 
Kitty Chaperone to your blankets. The effect will wear off 
after a time, but by then, your pet may have adopted other 
habits. 

My cat gets very nervous and throws up each time we take 
him in the car. Is there anything we can do to make him 
overcome this feeling.

__ The cat may never completely overcome his aversion to 
riding, although most cats do become very capable travelers. 
We would suggest first, that you do not feed him for several 
hours before going on a trip. Then for the first few times, at 
least, it would be well to keep him in a carrier until he be- 
comes accustomed to the motion of riding. Soon, we think, 


you'll find him anxious to sit on top the seat backs taking in 
all that’s going past.

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THE BACK FENCE 


Yes, Spring has been bustin’ out all over! Take, for in- 
stance, Dixie, 15 year old “Persian-plus” who lives with 
Barbara Wise in Providence, R. I.—Just six months after her 
family veterinarian had pronounced her kittening days over, 
two miniature Dixies arrived. And in Detroit, Mrs. David 
Wall looked out of her window to see a mother raccoon run 
out a nearby woods, drop a baby raccoon on the front door- 
step, and then race back to the woods. Luckily, Mrs. Wall’s 
Smoky was rearing two youngsters of her own, and although 
she at first did not take to Mrs. Wall’s suggestion that sfie 
adopt the foundling, a few bread crumbs rubbed into the tiny 
raccoon’s fur encouraged her to lick it, and once that was 
accomplished, Ricky, the new baby, became a_ full-fledged 
member of Smoky’s family, and is now thriving mightily. 

Then from such diverse points as Buffalo, Ogden City, and 
St. Louis come reports of mother cats who preferred tree tops 
to more conventional maternity wards. Out in Taylor, Utah, 
near Ogden City, one queen chose a spot 30 feet high to have 
her family. She'll bring the kittens down, one by one, to 
show them to the Anderson children. Then, after they’ve been 
exhibited for a while, back up the tree she carries them until 
the next playtime. The Buffalo mother did not fare so well as 
her first two kittens fell from the tree and she, herself, had 
to be rescued by the S.P.C.A. to have the rest of her family 
in a safer location, but the St. Louis mother and her litter are 
still doing well four weeks after the event in a hollow tree at 
the home of Earl Shappell. Mr. Shappell who’d been greatly 
annoyed by the sparrows and starlings who roosted near his 
window thought he’d found the perfect answer when he saw 
Mama Cat preparing to nest there—but he reports that so 
far the cats have shown not the slightest interest in the birds; 
and the birds ignore the cats just as completely. 

Whether it’s because the Cat Courier was published there 
for so long, or just that its people naturally like cats, 
Rochester, N. Y., seems to be one of the most cat-conscious 
communities in the country. Its newspapers always report on 
the Genesee Cat Club meetings and give full coverage to cat 
happenings. Last month, for example, one paper featured the 
story and picture of a beautifully marked Tabby which had 
appeared from nowhere to watch the daily progress on the 
year-long erection of a new school building, and who when 
the doors were first officially opened suddenly stepped up to 
the head of the procession to become the first “pupil” to enter 
Pittsford Central School. 

The second Rochester story is about Timo, a Blue Persian 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Milroy Stewart, who has learned to 
rattle a pendant in the kitchen whenever he’s hungry, and who 
demands that his meal be placed on the floor with a wave of 
his right paw and an authoritative, “Meow”. Unlike most 
cats, Time will exhibit his accomplishments on request and 
enjoys the applause he receives. 

Happily, the Nations of the World are united on one thing 

-Tommy, a black and white Short Hair who has chosen the 
new UN Building in New York for his home. He's coddled 
and petted’ by all the employees and delegates and has not the 
slightest trouble making his way behind the Iron Curtain to 
sleep on one of the soft chairs of the USSR delegation. Would 
that mankind could find some way to adopt his Universalist 
philosophy. 

The so-called “Cat Scratch” disease is again in the news. 
We see no Yeason at all to become concerned about what is 
obviously a rare condition which some authorities state should 
not be linked to cats at all. Some persons, however, have 
taken advantage of the situation to advocated the removal of 
the claws of pet cats to halt the grossly exaggerated “epidemic.” 

The following news release of the American Humane As- 
sociation approaches the subject very well, we think. 

“The American Humane Association announces that it is 
opposed, for the present, to operations for removal of cats’ 
claws as a protection against “cat scratch fever,” a new human 
malady recently reported by several medical doctors. The 
AHA says that many cat owners have asked about the ad-

visability of such an operation and that one association of 
veterinarians has inquired about the attitude of humane 
societies to the surgery. 

“The disease in human beings certainly is extremely rare,” 
said Mel L. Morse, Executive Director of the American 
Humane Association. “There is no evidence that cats are now 
any more dangerous to human beings than they ever were. 
There is no apparent cause for cat owners to be in any degree 
alarmed by the new announcemnts. 

“On the other hand, an operation to remove claws from a 
cat can be extremely dangerous and painful to the cat. We 
believe that such operations should be discouraged, until there 
is much more evidence than is presently available that there 
is a new menace to human health and life.” 

We noticed that both Mrs. Virginia Lee Sweem of Ontario, 
Calif., and Miss Helen Tanner of North Haven, Conn., re- 
ceived interesting write-ups in their local papers because of 
the All-Sectional wins of their cats. We like to think of the 
awards as helping to provide good publicity for cats and are 
glad to see new items of this kind which are of value to the 
owners and to us, but most particularly to cats and cat owners 
at large. 

When Figaro, a cat belonging for the last ten years to an 
advertising agency in Utica, N.Y. was ailing, a veterinarian 
diagnosed the trouble as ulcers, the legendary ailment of ad- 
men. Figaro’s next move may be to write a best-seller like 
“The Hucksters” or even “White Collar Zoo”, both of which 
we believe were written by ad-men, and judging by logical 
royalty fees, have now brought both authors only the very 
happiest of ulcers. 


Will be looking forward to “The Cat as a City Pet”, a 
brochure which the New York A. S. P. C. A. will have out 
shortly. Here’s hoping it encourages more New Yorkers than 
ever in the belief that a cat can be happy in an apartment. 
They are certainly happier in an apartment, be it ever so 
cramped, than wandering the streets of New York, streets 
which can be bleak indeed if one walks them with empty 
stomach and weary feet, or paws, as the case may be. 


From our film colony comes word also that the filming of 
“The Lion and the Horse” an outdoor drama in color starring 
Steve Cochran, was enlivened by the antics of a lion, who 
romped like a kitten in one scene with Steve that called for 
him to appear at his most roaring. Finally Melvin Koontz, 
an animal trainer, discovered the reason—some prankster had 
filled the cuffs of Steve’s jeans as well as the brim of his ten- 
gallon hat with catnip. Didn’t fool Steve for a minute, though, 
but, said Steve, he still had me “scared to death”.

To arrive at the final All-Midwestern award winners, every 
cat owned in the Midwest was scored on every show appear- 
ance and rated according to the number of cats of its own 
color defeated and the number of top wirs—Best Cat, Best 
Champion, Best Novice, Best Short Hair, and Best Opposite— 
made. Only cats which have defeated a significant number of 
their own color, or have made some win outside their own 
color class are eligible for A-M listing. Thus, for example 
no Burmese, or Peke-faced Long Hairs were chosen since 
there were not enough cats competing in their own class to 
build up A-M points, and none of those shown made wins out- 
side their own classes. 


And in 
September—The All-American and The Cat of the Year—
